Futile Efforts to Heal the Widening 


Breach Between tbe Federation 


and the Knights of Labor.

COLUMBDS, O , Dec 8 —The second day'» 


seMionof the National federation of the 
trades and labor orgaatutuwi of the 
United States and Canada convened at 10 
a m to-d»v About thirty delegate* are 
present, and the number is being rapidly 
increased All the National and interna- 
tional trades unions will be represented 
either at the meeting of the federation or 
the conference of trades unions which con- 
venes to-day The conference consists of 
delegates from the variou trades unions 
not represented in the Federation, and it is 
expected that the two will consolidate ami 
organise a trades union congress. Snob a 
body would exercise a powerful influence 
in the movements of organized labor ani 
check to a great eztenttce growiogpower 
and influence of the Knights of Labor 


The Trades Unionist*, white expresstoff 


good will for th« Knight, of labor, are 
sUll determined to perfect their organiza- 
tions, and bind the Trades Unionists of the 
country more closely together, whatever 
obstacles may arise With the trades un 
ions bound closer together, the ties tha1 
held them to the Knights of Labor Bust 
necessarily relax The old Biblical adage 
that a man can not serve two masters is 
self-evident in this case, and the present 
movement of the Trades Unionist* to per 
feet their organization will materially af- 
fect the future of the Knights ot Labor 
There are serious dUterenraes between 


the two orders, and feeling has been en 
gendered which appears on the surface w 
frequent intervals in the deliberations of 
the Trades Unionists now in session Pres- 
ident Smith of the federation stated to a

TRAGEDY IN A GUN STORE.

The Shocking Fata of Harris Lind- 


say at BL O. Reese's Store— 


A Deplorable Accident. 


Testimony a» Given mt tbe Coroner'* In- 
' 
qnett. 


Peter Harris Lindsay, aged 25, having 


a young wife in St. Louis, met a shock, 
ing death in E. 0. Reese's store on Water 
street at about three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, accidentally receiving a load 
of shot in his left breast while standing 
before the counter, about a foot from the 
ihnzzle of the gun, He expired on a 
bench at the rear ot the store, where he 
was carried, within 20 minutes, 


Lindsay had been on the square talking 


to Samuel Lefever and J. J. Stansbnltz 
about guns, and in company with the 
gentlemen named he went to Reese's store 
to look at a gun that Lefever had seen 
during the forenoon, and one that was 
considered very cheap at the price. Mr. 
Beese came forward from the rear and 
showed the party a new gun, trying the 
looks as he placed it upon the show case. 
Lefever pointed to the bargain gun and 
said tbat was the best one in the house 
tor the money, and Mr. Beeee proceeded 
to take it from the case, handling it as he 
did the first. As he turned about he had 
his fingers on the look and as he was lower- 
ing it to place it upon the case before the 
three men, the weapon was discharged, the 
load of shot entering the breast of Lind- 
say above the left nipple, making a ghant- 
ly hole the size of a silver dollar. Lind- 
say fell gasping to the floor, his cap fall- 
ing off his head and his lite blood making 
a pool tbe size of a dinner plate where he 
fell. The accident occurred within a 
minute after the party entered the store, 
and Lindsay got his terrible wound in 
less than a dozen seconds after Mr Beeae 
took the gun from the oaee. After the 
fatal discharge the men sprang back in 
great consternation. The accident was 
wholly unexpected and all were badly 
frightened. 
Mr. Beese bent over the 


bleeding 
man and sent Mr. Stan- 


shultz at once for Dr. Ira N. Barnes, 
who hastily entered the store while 
a 
great 
crowd 
attracted 
by 
the 


report of the gun assembled on the side- 
walk in front, Officer Hardy keeping out 
the people. Dr. Barnes at once pro- 
nounced the wound mortal, and inside ol 
twenty minutes the young man was a 
corpse. 


The body was taken in charge by Cor- 


oner Perl and taken to bis offioe on South 
Main street, a large crowd following the 
men who bore tbe remains to tbe office. 


The RHPDBLIOAN reporter saw Mr, 


Beese shortly after the dreadful occur- 
rence. He aeemed completely stunned 
by the catastrophe, and could scarcely 
talk about the affair. He said the gun 
was one he had bought of a man on 
Tuesday; be had exhibited it to Letever 
during Wednesday forenoon, and was not 
aware that it was loaded. None of the 
new guns are loaded, and th re is no 
danger in handling them. The second- 
hand gun was well worth 918, but it was 
offered for 99, Mr. Reese had not mads a 
thorough examination o! the grin; be 
supposed that it was perfectly safe to 
handle it as be did those that were en- 
tirely new. Mr. Reese and Mr. Lefever 
saw no caps on the tubes, bat as the gun 
was discharged, there must have been 
enough of a broken cap in the hammer or 
tube to have caused the explosion when 
the hammer fell. 
Similar accidents fre- 


quently occur, but it does not often bap- 
pen that men are killed in such a manner 
and in such a place. 


Mr. Beese is greatly distressed by the 


unfortunate mishap, His experience is a 
etriking illustration of the old saying, 
"That misfortunes never come singly," 
and all our people sympathize with him, 
while they aim deplore tbe fate of the 
yonng man and deeply sympathize with 
his yonng widow and relatives. 


The deceased lately came here from Bt 
Louis, on a visit to his brother, William 
H, Lindsay, who resides on Oolfax street, 
south of the Jackson street school house 
in the 4th ward. After the inquest last 
nigbt Mr. Beese presented the fetal «nn 
bo William Lindsay, and he took it home.- 
The weapon is an ordinary double-bar 
reied shot gun, 


THB INQUEST AND VEBDIOT. 


The inquest was held last nigbt at the 


office ot Uuroner Perl, State's Attorney 
Vail being present, The jurymen were 
Felix Garver, foremao; James Boone> 
Will E. Forstmeyer, Florence MoOarty, 
W. F. Snyder and J. T. Dyke. They 
viewed tbe body and heard the evidence 
as given below: 


Samuel Lefevre testified: "I was in Keene's 


store when deceased and his brother, William 
Llndsey, came in. Deceased asked to be 
shown a gun. Mr. Beese first showed him a 
new gun, aad then a second-hand gun which 
he bad traded for before dinner 
Deceased 


examined the gun a minute or t no and then 
laid it on tbe show case. Mr. Beese plotted 
up tbe gun, placing his thumb on tbe ham- 
mer. Tbe muzzle was pointed toward the de- 
ceased. Ibe next moment tbe gun was dis- 
charged. Mr. Beese seemed to have been try- 
ing tbe look. • • I bandied tbe gun before 
tbe deceased and his brother came In . There 
wag no cap on tho tube. After receiving the 
shot deceased fell to tbe floor, fie spoke Dili 
few words, asked to have bis bead raised, and 
lust before be dledbe said,'I am going—I'm 
going to God.' * * I think deceased asked 
Mr. Beese If tbe locks were in good order, and 
tbe gun was discharged while he was testing 
tbe lock. This was an bdur after I examined 
the gun. * * When the gun was discharged 
Mr. Beeae laid tbe gun down, ran around tbe 
end of the counter, and placing his arm un- 
der the young mail's head, said: 'My God; 
this U terrible)' He was greatly agitated. 
* »The shooting occurred at about 3 o'clock. 


SAMUEL LEFEVEE." 


E, C. Eeese testified: "I e»me from rear of 


:Ue store to watt on the deceased 
I banded 


him first a new gun. Mr, Lefever pointed to 
:he second-band gunand 
said 'That is tbe 


best bargain." 
I tlien got him that gun 


I cocked the locks to show that they were good, 
and as 1 laid the gun down on the case it was 
discharged, * * There was no cap on the 
;un. It was one I bad traded for. I did not 
mow It was loaded. * * I don't know to how 
many persons I had showed the gun before. I 
never snap a hammer Intentionally. I uever 
before traded for a gun that was loaded. I 
never knew a gun to explode before without a 
cap on it."

Wm. Lludsey'testlfled! "Deceased was my 


brother. Bis full name was Harris Lindsey. 
He lived In St. Ljuls, and bad come to Decatur 
to spend tbe winter. He bad a wife but no 
children. * " I told Mr. Beese we wished to 
look at a shot gun. He sbowed us first anew 
gun. Mr. Lefever pointed to second-band gun 
and said it was a good bargain. Mr, Reese 
said.'Yes and in good repair.' He placed his 
thumb on one ol the hammers and cocked It, 
His fingers were near the trigger. When the 
gun discharged my brother received the charge 
in the left breast. * * We did not ask of con- 
dition of locks. * * After the gun was dis- 
charged Mr. Beese came around and helped to 
raise my brother up. He said 'Oh m; God I I 
have had so much 111 luck 1' I spoke to no one 
but my brother. * * He lived about 20 min- 
utes after receiving tha charge. He bade me 
farewell and said he w»s going to God. ' ' 
The gun had been out of the case only a second 
when It was discharged,"

John Stansultz testified: "My testimony In 


relation to the occurrence Is essentially tbe 
same as tbat of William Lindsay, when Mr. 
Beese came from behind the counter he said: 
'Call a doctor I' Wm. Lindsay said 'Yes,' and I 
went to call one. When I returned to the store 
I was sent to call the father ot the deceased." 


THE VEBDIOT. 


The jury, after brief deliberation, 


returned a verdict as follows: 


We, the undersigned, jurors, sworn to In- 
quire of the death ot Harrli Lindsay, on oath 
do Bad tnat he eame to Us death by a gnu 
shot wound, said wound having been caused 
by the accidental discharge of a gun beld In 
toe bands of E. C. Beese. And we farther 
find tbat tbe accident was not the result of 
any criminal carelessness on tbe part of tbe 
saidE.
